It Was Mr. McKinley’s Own Words, 
Says the Ohio Statesman, That 
Forced Him to Write Out 
His Resignation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—John Sherman, 
ex-Secretary of State, now tells how he 
was coaxed out of the Senate and into the 
Cabinet for Mr. Hanna, and then crowded 
out of the Cabinet and put on the shelf of 
private life. Speaking to George Alfred 
Townsend, newspaper correspondent, Mr. 
Sherman said, without any bitterness or re- 
sentment: 

“They really did not want me in the Cab- 
inet, but wanted my Senatorial seat. It 
was represented tao me that they could 
not make up the Cabinet without me, and 
that questions were coming along that I 
ought to have control of. I knew that 
Hanna wanted the rest of my term, and as 
he had always been friendly to me I did 
not desire to seem disobliging. So I re- 
signed my seat and went into the Cabinet. 

“Mr. Hanna received the rest of my term, 
but when be tried for a term for himself 
he could only get it by a single vote, not- 
withstanding the Administration's support. 
It then began to be said that I was grow- 
ing forgetful and senile. Hanna, whom I 
had obliged with my seat, was among the 
first to say that I had lost my mentality. 
It was not a very kind return for my vacat- 
ing my seat for him. 

“After I went into the Cabinet I saw 
very little of the President in connec- 
tion whith -the,duties of my office. A man 
was brought in there from Canton who 
had run for office only once, I think, and 
had been defeated. He did not seem to 
have much to do in the State Depart- 


ment, but every night he went to see the 
President and rehearsed what had been 
done there, I regarded him as my inferior 
and gave very little attention to him or 
what he wags doing until one dav the 
President said to me: 

*'Mr, Sherman, what you have been say- 
ing, or are reported to have said, is em- 
barrassing Judge Day.’ 

“IT was very much 
swered: 

‘“ ‘Mr. President, do you suppose that I 
would say anything to injure the Admin- 
istration of which I am a member” 

“The President repeated nearly the same 
thing offensively to me. 

“Tt got mad and I came away and wrote 
out my resignation peremptor ly. 

‘“T was always a supporter of President 
McKinley's. I think that I have been used 
for a purpose.”’ 

(John Sherman has several times during 
the past two years made startling political 
statements to friends and to Washington 
newspaper representatives. In: few in- 
stances have these been published, even 
when no conditions were imposed by the 
aged statesman. The remarks quoted by 
George Alfred Townsend will prove a sur- 
prise to all outside of the inner circles of 
Washington and Ohio politics.—Ed.)

It ‘was estimated that 200,000 
shooting stars were visible from any one 
point, and they extenced from Greenland t 
Patagonia, so that countless millions must 
have been consumed during the six hours 
the display lasted, This display and that of 
1799 were visible from the Western Contl- 
nent. while that of 1866 was only visible 
from the Eastern, which continent will get 
the chief display this year and next, 

“On Nodv. 14, 1867, I counted 1200, some 
of them being quite bright, the earth pass 
ing through one end of the group, as it 
will in 1900. The radiant of this shower Ir 
our age is in the Sickle of Leo, and will 
remain there for 1000 years yet, when it 
will pass into Cancer. The meteors wil! 
not start from there, or not many will, but 
if their luminous streaks are traced back- 
ward. they will meet at the radiant, like 
the spokes of a wheel.”

QUIET IN THE CAROLINAS 


No Federal Interference at Greenwood 
Is Now Expected. 


; 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Except in the 
unlooked-for event of a recurrence of the 
race rioting in the Carolinas, it is altogeth- 
er improbable that the Government will 
interfere by force or otherwise. The At- 
torney-General had another conference with 


the President this morning in regard to the 
matter. 
reached that as the recent demonstrations 
were not directed against the Collector of 
Customs in the performance of his duties 
as such, the Government has no authority 
under the Constitution or laws to exercise 
its Federal authority. Collector Tolbert 
was shot while away from his home and 
on business entirely disconnected from that 
of his office, and under these circumstances 
the Government has no shadow of right to 
interfere. 

The Attorney-General late last night sent 
a telegram to the United States Assistant 
Attorney at Anderson near Phoenix, S. C., 
ordering him to at once take energetic 
steps to ascertain the exact situation in 
Greenwood and adjoining counties, with a 
view of advising him whether any disturb- 
ance exists to justify the Federal author- 
ities in interfering to suppress it. 

The following response received this 
morning said that there is quiet in Green- 
wood now, though the community is still 
excited, and that Federal intervention 
would be too late now. It seems the mobs 
were especially anxious to get the Tol- 
berts, and they are now all safely out of 
reach. 

The phases of the question tn which 
a Federal remedy was thought to be avail- 
able are: First, the guarantee under the 
Constitution of a republican form of gov- 
ernment in each State; second, the protec- 
tion of the lives of officials whose duty it 
ic to administer the business of the United 
States Government. 

At yesterday’s session of the Cabinet the 
conditions prevailing in the Carolinas was 
discussed at length. One member pointed 
out a section in the Revised Statutes of 
1870 that makes it the duty of the Pres‘dent 
to put down insurrections in States where 
such insurrections oppose the laws of the 
United States. 

In the opinion of the Cabinet this law 
has not been repealed.

IN 250 YEARS ALL EFFORTS TO 
DISPLACE THE MEXICAN DOL- 
LAR HAVE FAILED. 


OPIUM TRAFFIC ALSO 
TO BE CONSIDERED. 


Gen. Whittier Points Out These Draw- 
backs, but Then Eulogizes the 
New Possessions as Islands of 
Every Possibility. 


Whittier, Brigadier-General of Volunteers, 
now collector of Customs at Manila, under 
date of Sept. 19 last, has submitted a re- 
port of his observations upon the condi- 
tion of things in Manila and the Philippine 
Islands, and suggestions as to the methods 
to be pursued pending any permanent oc- 
cupation of the country which may be de- 
cided upon. He says: 

The most important questions are the cur- 
rency, revenue (including the 


head tax), oplum and the admission of 
Chinese. These are very grave questions 
and cannot be decided by brief considera- 
tion, 

The currency question is even more im- 
portant than !n the United States. It 
must be remembered that Mexico was the 
business channel for these islands for 250 
years; that all efforts to remove the Mex- 
ican dollar and substitute another have 
failed, notwithstanding a law of the Span- 
lards forbidding its entrance; and the same 
way in the East, our trade dollar’ was a 
failure and was withdrawn. In Hong 
Kong the English dollar sells at a discount 
~ ye the Mexican. There is but one bank 
of issue here, the Banco de Filipino. Ow- 
ing to its advances to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment of some $1,700,000, it is in a shaky 
condition. Efforts in a mild way to bolster 
it have up to this time kept it alive. The 
two other banks, the Hong Kong and 
Shanghal and the Chartered Bank of In- 
dia, Australia and China, are very strong. 
The business people have accustomed them- 
selves to the notes of the Filipino Bank as 
a medium of exchange and found them a 
great convenience in place of the cumber- 
some method of handling silver dollars. It 
would create a financial revolution to at- 
tempt to substitute in a moment any cur- 
rency in.the islands to replace the present 
one, save that that .of national banks of 
the United States of America, chartered 
under some new form of law, on the basis 
of the existing currency, would be useful 
and profitable, 


cedula, or 


Revenue and taxes—The Cedula, or head 
tax, which has given an income of $16,000.000 
a vear, has been a most popular measure. 
It has varied from $3 (formerly $5) per 
head, to $37.50. Complaint mainly comes 
from the lowest class. Many people of 
good judgment here think that a reduction 
to $2 would be satisfactory and might be 
tried for a year. The higher classes do 
not seem to find their rate onerous. Ad- 
vocates of the “single tax’’ might make 
a strong case in these islands. I think the 
main revenue of British govwernment in 
India is derived from the land tax. It is 
worthy of consideration here. 

Opium—The Spanish practice was to sell 
the monopoly of the import on this. The 
Concessionaire was the captain of the Chi- 
nese who paid about $550,000 for the privi- 
leges for three years. The compiler of the 
new regulations, without knowledge of this 
addition to the revenue, has placed the tax 
(par 83) at two pesos for 100 kilos, equalin 
about 220 pounds. This has been medidas 
by the Governor-General to six pesos per 
pound. This change will lead to increased 
smuggling, at which the Chinese are most 
adroit. It will be difficult to prevent this, 
even with the use of the greatest vigi- 
lance and expense. The English in Hong 
Kong derive a great revenue from ‘farm-. 
ing the privilege,’ as was the practice here, 


Manila. of course, is a very small por- 
tion of the Philippine Islands, or even of 
Luzon. No one who has not gone beyond 
the limits of the town can have any idea 
of the wealth, fertility and resource of the 
country. It has happened to me to be the 
only officer (save one companion of mine) 
who has made any investigation of even 
the adjacent country. Saturday, Sept. 3, I 
went over the line of the Manila Railway, 
123 miles in length, running northward from 
Manila. 

The country three miles out from Manila 
is occupied by the insurgents for the whole 
distance. The line is in fair order, but 
telegraphic communication is destroyed in 
many places, probably requiring a month 
for restoration. The line has opened and 
developed a country of extraordinary fer- 
tility. Rice ‘es the principal product, much 
gsugar, a small amount of indigo on the 
northern part of the line; possibilities of 
cotton, coffee and almost anything. The 
stations are at short intervals, in accord- 
ance with orders from the Spanish Govern- 
ment, which subsidized the line. I have 
never seen a country of such splendid pro- 
ductive power. For the first 100 miles al- 
most all of it is under cultivation. From 
there to the terminus is a different and 
prettier country, with high cocoanut palm 
trees of a rare beauty; but not yet much 
cultivated as that to the south. 

With new extensions and lines contem- 
ylated on the Island of Luzon say, first. 
Manila to Batangas, south; second, Daga- 
pan to Leog, north; third, a branch, Gero- 
na to Alliaga (18 miles), the tobacco dis- 
trict, added productive powers and wealth 
would be imparted to the Island. 


A week later I went up the Pasig River to 
the Lagona, extraordinary fertility of soil 
being again the marked characteristic. and 
a possibility for the acquirement of large 
estates !f we control the country and if 
good titles can be assured. 

The islands to the south, of which Panay 
(lioilo being the principal port and the sec- 
ond of the islands), Cebu, Samar. Min- 
danao, and possibly the Sulu or Jolo. form 
the archipelago, should he investigated as 
soon as our relations with the Spanish per- 
mit IT am extremely anxious to make this 
journey under the auspices and at the in- 
Vitation of English merchants thoroughly 
acquainted with the tslands If one half 
they say of the richness of these islands be 
true. they would be a most valuable ac- 
quisition to the United States.

GEN. MILES THE HERD 


NEW YORK HONORS THE COM- 
MANDER OF THE ARMY AT A 
NOTABLE BANQUET. 


HE TELLS OF WAR’S GOOD. 


Freedom of the Oppressed, Friendli- 
ness of England and Unity of Na- 
tional Purpose the Result. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—The complimentary 
banquet given to Major-General Nelson A. 
Miles, commanding the United States army, 
at the Waldorf-Astoria last night, in point 
of numbers, extensive preparations and 
brilliancy, rivaled the great banquet given 
last year in honor of President McKinley 
by the mechants and manufacturers of the 


country. The leading men of the country 
were represented—70v guests were present. 

At 7:30 o’clock Hon. Joseph H. Choate, 
the toastmaster, tok Gen. Miles by the arm, 
and after a brief levee in the Astor gallery, 
headed the long line to the banquet room. 
As the General and Mr. Choate entered the 
dining room a large orchestra struck up 
‘‘Hail to the Chief.’’ Just after the oysters 
were served Gov.-elect Roosevelt appeared 
opposite the guests’ tables. There was much 
cheering, evey one rising to his feet, the 
ladies in the boxes growing enthusiastic 
and waving their handkerchiefs at the 
Colonel. He was escorted to a place made 
vacant by the illness of Gen. Shafter, who 
sent regrets at the last moment. Col. 
Roosevelt shook hands with Gen. Miles and 
this was the occasion for more cheering. 

Gen. Miles, in replying to the address of 
welcome, said in part: 

“Such a generous reception has been ex- 
tended to me as few are permitted to en- 
joy, and I should be wanting in gratitude 
did I not appreciate the sentiment ex- 
presses in this cordial greeting. I should 
ve vain, indeed, to ascribe it to myself 
or for a moment accept it solely as a per- 
sonal tribute. As an expression of ap- 
preciation of the gallant troops which I 
have the honor to command, it is accepted 
in behalf of the living, and for them I 
thank you, as well as for those whose lips 
are forever silent, and whose heroism and 
secrifice now is here remembered and re- 
vered. 

“The wars of the past have had thetr 
objects, their achievements and glorious 
results. This last was in the interest of 
hgmanity, and in behalf of a heroic people, 
who for many years have been struggling 
against cruel atrocities, oppression and the 
despotism of a decaying monarchy. It has 
been most remarkable in may respects. 
It has presented one series of victories 
without a single disaster or @ single de- 
feat. The flag of the United States has 
not been lowered in a single instance. Not 
a foot of ground has been surrendered, not 
a soldier, gun or rifle has been captured by 
the enemy. One great blessing to the 
country in this brief but decisive war has 
been to firmly unite in bonds of imperish- 
able union all sections of the United States 
North, South, East and West. ' 

“Still more, it has given us reason and 
opportunity to appreciate our obligation 
to the mother country for the dignified 
and powerful influence of the British Em- 
pire in the maintenance of our principles 
and rights. 

“There are other fields to conquer. The 
past has gone, and the future opens the 
doors to greater responsibilities, and T 
trust to greater progress and prosperity 

This much, I think, is apparent to all: 
That the grave responsibilities of the na- 
tion are too great to be contaminated by 
personal, partisan or sectional interests. 
Our interests are national in the highest 
degree. They embrace two hemispheres. 
They involve the welfare of 100,000,000 of 
the human race, 

“The war has turned the attention of our 
people to the great power and responsi- 
bility of our republican institutions; and 
true interests, as a people and a natYon, 
not only at home, but throughout every 
part Of the globe.”’ 

After the applause subsided, Mr. Choate 
announced that Gen. Miles wished him to 
ask for three cheers for Gen. Shafter. 
Then ensued a storm of applause. 

A letter was then read from President 
McKinley as follows: 

“T am in receipt of the invitation to at- 
tend the banquet to be given in honor of 
Major-General Nelson A. Miles at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Friday evening, Nov. 11, but 
regret that my engagements are such that 
it will be impossible for me to be present. 

“Tt would afford me much pleasure to 
participate with those who will on this 
occasion testify their appreciation of the 
services of the Commanding General of the 
army, and while I cannot attend I beg to 
extend my best wishes to the guest of 
honor and those assembled at the banquet.” 

Governor-elect Roosevelt was then in- 
troduced. He was unable to proceed for 
minutes, so great. Was the applause. Col. 
Rocsevelt said he was glad to be present 
to add his testimony to that given for Gen. 
Miles. He said: 

‘We all honor the volunteers. Let us 
remember the debt which we stand under 
to the regular army.” 

Then the Governor-elect praised the mem- 
bers of the regular army, told of their 
vicissitudes from 1861 to 1898 and drew a 
graphic picture of the charge of the regu- 
lars up San Juan Hi)l. The other speakers 
were Seth Low, ex-Gov.

CERVERA SUBMITS HIS REPORT 
OF THE DESTRUCTION OF 
HIS SQUADRON. 


“| KNOW MY FATE,” HE WIRED. 


Admiral Is Profuse in Praise of Amer- 
icans for Kind Treatment of Him- 
self and Fellow Prisoners. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Admiral] Cer- 
vera has submitted his official report to the 
Spanish Minister of Marine, describing the 
battle of Santiago. He praises the Amer- 
icans highly for kind treatment accorded 
himself and fellow prisoners. 

He speaks of the efforts made by the 
Iowa and the Gloucester to save life, of 
the solicitude shown by the Americans for 
the comfort of those whom they had taken 
prisoners, and, finally, of the generosity of 
the victor in providing so hospitably for 
them in the United — 

Cervera says: 

1ofhe result of the battle was never in 
doubt, but I never thought that my veseels 
would be so quickly destroyed. e en- 
emy’s fire produced terrible injuries on 
board the Maria Teresa, destroying her 
auxiliary steam pipe and fire mains. After 
the commander of the Teresa fell wounded, 
I myself took command of the ship. In view 
of the utter impossibility of defending the 
ship any longer, she was directed with the 
greatest rapidity to the shore to the west- 
ward of the Cabraera, where she was 
stranded at the same moment that her ma- 

hinery sto d. 

% “The. gent third commanders 
agreed with me that it was impossible 
longer to prolong the fight. We proposed 
to haul down the flag, but it was impossi- 
ble on account of the great headway made 
by the flames. At this time the fire had 
made such headway that it became neces- 
sary to abandon the ship, and those who 
were able to do so threw themselves into 
the water, where they were saved by Amer- 
can boats.”’ 
' Admiral Cervera states that he left the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba at half past 9 
on the morning of July 3, telegraphing to 
Captain-General Blanco: 

“In compliance with the orders of your 
Excellency and appreciating the fate that 
will befall my equadron, as I[ have al- 
ready announced, I leave the Bay of San- 
timgo on July 3, for the sea.” 

“The destroyers.were not to take part in 
the fighting,”’ continues the Admiral, ‘‘nor, 
in fact... were any of the ships, the plan 
being to make our escape as best we could 
and avoid engaging the enemy if possible. 
It was about 25 minutes to 10 in the morn- 
ing when the Maria Teresa attacked and 
opened fire upon the enemy’s battleship of 
the type of the Indiana and upon the Iowa, 
launching herself particularly against the 
Brooklyn, which was the most dangerous 
obstacle in our path. 

“Realizing what the departure of my 
squadron would mean,” says the report, “‘I 
took the course which I had determined 
upon before sailing, fully understanding 
the desperateness of the venture and ap- 
preciat ng beforehand what the _ result 
would be.” 

In concluding Admiral Cervera 6ays: 

“The sortie of July 3 was a horrible dis- 
aster, as I had predicted. The number of 
deaths was less, however, than I believed 
it would be.- The country has been de- 
fended with honor, and the satisfaction 
with our accomplished duty leaves our con- 
science tranquil, except that we regret the 
loss of our companions and the disgrace to 
our country.”

KING OSCAR ERED 


NORWEGIAN LEGISLATURE VOTES 
TO REMOVE THE SWEDISH 
EMBLEM FROM ITS FLAG. 


CIVIL CONFLICT EXPECTED, 


The Crown Will Not Ratify the Vote 
and the Countries Will Be in 
Open Conflict. 


BERLIN, Nov. 12.~Norway and Swedes 
seem to be rapidly drifting into a civil cone 
flict. The former has defied King Oscar 
and the Storthing, the national] legislative 
body, has ordered the Swedish emblem 
taken from the Norwegian flag. 

The King will refuse to ratify this vote 
and will again find himself in open conflict 
with the Government of Norway. The 
two countries are directly opposed to each 
other in the fundamental principles of 
government. 

The Swedes are protectionists, the Not 
wegians free traders, and the present re- 
lations between these two nations is beet 
shown by the fact that the Norwegian 
Legislature has unanimously agreed to sus- 
pend the payment of the Norwegian share 
of the civil list of the Crown Prince, owing 
to the latter having declared in a public 
address at Stockholm that he looked for 
the time when he would be able to lead 
the Swedish army acroes the Norwegian 
border in order to reduce the Norwentian 
to order. 

While the wealth and intelligence of the 
Norwegians have constantly increased, 
they, as a nation, have had no voice in 
international affairs. Although the Sterth- 
ing is beyond the control of the King, its 
procedure in defiance of the sovereign ts 
slow. The resolution adopted by the Storth- 
ing, in order to prevail in the face of the 
King’s veto, must be adopted by three dietg 
in succession.

DISARPOINTED WAR DOGS 


One of the most impressive incidents described tn Thursday's 
news was the reception of Lord Salisbury’s speech by 800 of 
England's most prominent men at the Lord Mayor’s bancuet, 

Those 800 men, all of them leaders and molders of public 
opinion, were evidently as eager for war as any savages ever 
were for the fray. They sniffed the battle from afar. They 


were terribly disappointed when the Premier’s language fore- 
boded nothing but peace. 

And a number of these human war dogs, panting for gore, 
were bishops and archbishops, servants of the Prince of Peace, 
whose “kingdom is not of this world,” and who said, he that 
takes up the sword shall perish by the sword. 

The plain people of Great Britain have manifested no desire 
forwar. They are going about their business, and a majority 
of them care little or nothing as to whether Egypt is governed 
by a British protectorate or by a joint protectorate of the 
Powers. They are not anxious for a war that would probably 
involve most of the world and bring about such a slaughter 
as would make even the Napoleonic wars insignificant. 

The disappointment of the noble and priestly war dogs should 
be received with satisfaction by the people of England. There 
is as yet nothing to go to war about. When the occasion 
arises it will be time enough to let loose the forces of de- 
struction.

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The professional bull fighters of Havana have petitioned 
President McKinley not to suppress the sport. They argue 
that their livelihood denends upon it, and that they have a 
vested interest which ought to be protected. That is good 
protectionist doctrine. 
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Republicans have \ittle to crow over in the returns of the 
Congressional election. Their enormous majority in the House 
has been reduced to a small margin, and the Republican ma- 
jorities in many districts have been greatly reduced.

H. Weber & Sons of Oakland, Md., 
showed a wonderfully beautiful lot of car- 
nations. The 100 Flora Hills easily won the 
Pianters’ Hotel Cup. The Hill is large and 
fragrant and pure white, Another prize 
winner wus a vase of Mayor Pingree, E)- 
dorado and Buttercup. The Pingree is a 
vellow rose, the shade of a pearl rose, and 
delightfully fragrant. The Buttercup is a 
mixture of pink and yellow, and is a 
noveltv. Mr. Weber also showed in a vase 
2% new and unnamed varieties. They are 
seedlings, and though all were beautiful 
they are only in the experimental stage 
and will not be placed on the market for 
some time, 

The Queen chrysanthemum will be on 
exhibition to-night. Ths beautiful mum, 
a reigning queen at all recent shows, has 
not been seen in the St. Louis show this 
year. The Queen Is a pure white, medium 
in size and symmetrical in form. It will 
be shown to-night by several florists 
Among the big chrysanthemum exhibitors 
to-night will be W. J. and M. E. Vesey of 
Fort Wayne, Ind.; E. G. Hill & Co., Rich- 
mond, Ind., and Nathan Smith & Son, Ad- 
rian, Mich. 

The admirers of the beauties on exhibi- 
tion at these flower shows have little idea 
of how the blossoms come such great dis- 
tances and when placed on exhibition are 
so fresh and fair as to appear to have 
just been plucked. To accomplish this is 
part of the florists’ art. 

The exhibitors each day receive in the 
morning the supply of flowers that they 
will exhib t that night. The chrysanthe- 
mums that were seen and admired Friday 
night were cut Wednesday or Thursday in 
the green houses where they were culti- 
vated. The packing and shipping is an in- 
teresting process. 

When the plants are cut the stems are 
placed in water, but the blossoms are kept 
perfectly dry. Only the choicest blossoms 
are shipped for exhibition purposes and it 
requires a box six feet long, a foot wide 
and 10 inches deep to contain 32 mums. 
The length of the box is demanded because 
of the length of the stems. Each bloom 
is wrapped firmly but not tightly in dry 
tissue paper. Then it Is laid carefully in 
the bottom of the box, which has been 
lined with paper. It takes four blooms 
to make a layer in a box of this size. Then 
a cleat !s placed in the box that will pre- 
vent the biossoms from slipping down. 
A new layer is begun with the tops of the 
next layer just touching the base of the 
first layer. The mums are not placed on 
top of each other. Were that done the 
delicate petals would be bruised,

A COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY. 


WILL CALL ON THE GOVERNOR. 


They Want to Know What His Excel- 
lency’s Disposition Is Toward the 
Regiment and Its Colonel. 


Officers of the First Regiment held a 
queer meeting Friday night. It was report- 
ed that the object of the meeting was to 
crystallize opposition to Col. Edwin Bat-

This committee is composed of Capt. Me- 
Donald, Capt. Marquardt and Capt. Walsh. 

It was apparent from the moment Capt. 
Holtcamp called the meeting to order that 
the line officers were not disposed to com- 
mit themselves by any expression of opin- 
ion. It looked very much as though they 
preferred a perch upon the fence to the 
r-sk of taking sides for or against any of 
their superiors. During the first hour Capt. 
Holtcamp, Lieutenant-Colonel Cavender 
and Maj. Kennett did all the talking. Col. 
Batdorf's arrival caused some stir, which 
seemed to indicate that he was not expect- 
ed. He wus asked to speak. He said he 
did not Know the object of the meeting, but 
that he was sure the regiment could be as 
easily supported now as before the war.
